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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on May 19, 2003 (paper No. 13) has been received and considered. 
By this amendment, claims 10-11 have been added and claims 1-2, 4, 6-11 are now pending in 
the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 10-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Anderson 

et al (US. Patent No. 6,364,766) in view of Jaffe (US. Patent No. 6,254,481). 

As per claim 10-11, Anderson teaches a gaming device which comprises: wager 

accepting means (col. 3, lines 7-10); a display (col. 3, lines 45-46); processor means (col. 3, 

lines 50-53); a primary game having a first and second particular outcome (col. 4, liens 58-60); 

and first and second bonus games being accessed via the first and second outcome, 

respectively (col. 5, lines 1-3 and 5-7; and col. 6, lines 16-18). Anderson does not teach the first 

bonus game includes an outcome to play the second bonus game. However, Jaffe teaches a 

first bonus game that includes an outcome to play a second bonus game (col. 8, lines 38-43). 

Further, since the outcome of the first bonus game results in the second bonus game, the 

outcome is obviously at the terminus of the first bonus game. It would have been obvious to a 

person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide an outcome that 

activates a second bonus game taught by Jaffe to the first bonus game of Anderson to activate 

the second bonus game in order to award extra bonus to the player. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 4 and 6-9 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Prior arts of record does not disclose a gaming device which includes a first and second 

bonus games that are accessible by primary game outcomes, respectively; a certain outcome of 
the first bonus game also activates the second bonus game; the first bonus game is defined by 
a path to be traversed and a terminus of the path leads to the second bonus game. 

Response to Arguments 

a) Claims 1-2, 4 and 6-9 are allowed. 

b) Claims 10-11 do not contain the allowable subject matter and are rejected as explained 
above.
